Buried In the Ruins.' 


A WASHINGTON HOTEL FALLS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—The back part 


of the United States Hotel building, situ- 
ated on Pennsylvania avenue, a short dis- 
tance.west of the capital, fell in without 
warning last evening and burled in the 
ruins a number of the Inmates. The build- 
ing has a frontage of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five feet and a depth of one handrail and

lowed, sending up a great cloud of dust A 
general fire alarm was sounded which 
brought to the scene a number of fire en- 
gines and hook and ladder companies and a 
force of police. There were about forty- 
five persons in the hotel at the time, includ- 
ing the guests aud employes, and it was 
impossible at first to ascertain how many 
were buried in the 
mass 
of debris.

dead. A large force of man went to work 
at once, and in an hour Ernest Snooks, a 
boy eleven years of age, and Annie Dick- 
son, a colored chambermaid, were taken 
out, both alive but badly injured.

Balding, wife of the proprietor of the hotel, 
was rescued alive at 11:30 o'clock, after 
having been Imprisoned four boars.

loose, aud they were enabled to extricate 
her. Siie was apparently not severely in- 
jured, but was very much exhausted, and 
fainted as she was carried out.
